Statistics 

The  Registrar  General  estimated  the  mid-year  population  of 
the  Urban  District  as  16,190  persons  5  that  is,  210  more  than  in  the 
previous  year. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  was  266  (252  in  1959)  and 
the  corrected  birth  rate  was  16.10  as  compared  with  a  birth  rate  of 
17 *1  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  I05  male  deaths  and  74  female  deaths,  making  a 
total  of  179  deaths  from  all  causes  as  compared  with  194  for  1959* 
The  corrected  death  rate  was  11.16  as  compared  with  a  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  of  11.5*  The  number  of  deaths  under  1  year  was 

4  (4  in  1959). 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  help  and  support,  to  the  officers  of  other  Departments 
for  their  co-operation,  and  in  my  own  Department  especially  to 
Mr.  Goodbody,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.

SECTION  I 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  STATISTICS 


Shoreham-Ly-Sea  is  situate  on  the  south  coast,  midway  between 
Brighton  and  Northing.  Flowing  down  from  Bramher  in  the  north,  the 
River  Adur  hounds  the  town  on  its  west  side |  winding  under  the  Norfolk 
Bridge,  it  then  flows  eastwards  until  it  again  turns  southwards  at 
Kingston.  In  this  way,  the  river  cuts  off  from  Shoreham  town,  the 
shingle  beach  south  of  the  Adur. 

The  town  possesses  two  public  recreation  areas,  namely  - 
Buckingham  Park  which  is  situated  at  the  foot  of  the  Downs  north  of  the 
town.  Comprising  38  acres,  it  is  used  as  a  public  park  and  pleasure 
ground  available  for  general  sports  and  recreation  purposes.  The 
second  is  the  Adur  Recreation  Ground  which  is  situated  on  the  west  side 
of  the  river  Adior  near  the  Norfolk  Bridge.  This  comprises  24  acres, 

12  acres  being  available  for  recreation  purposes. 

The  District  is  divided  into  six  ¥ards  for  local  Government 
Electoral  purposes,  five  Wards  each  being  represented  by  three 
Councillors,  and  one  Ward  by  two  Councillors.

SECTION  III 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT  9  1936 

The  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  deals  with  certain  enactments 
relating  to  public  health.  Among  its  provisions  are  those  regarding 
Sanitation  and  Buildings,  Nuisances  and  Offensive  Trades |  Water 
Supply. 

PRAINAGE  61  complaints  were  received  concerning  defective  or 
obstructed  drains  and  270  visits  were  made  in  connection  therewith. 

39  informal  notices  and  1  statutory  notice  were  served  in 
respect  thereof. 

DUSTBINS  Dustbins  are  supplied  and  maintained  by  the  householders  and 
failure  to  maintain  the  dustbins  in  a  proper  condition  of  repair  gives 
rise  to  a  nuisance  and  is  a  recurring  source  of  trouble. 

During  the  year  39  complaints  were  received  and  97  visits 
were  made  in  connection  with  defective  dustbins. 

27  informal  notices  and  3  statutory  notices  were  served 
relating  to  the  provision  of  new  dustbins.  In  one  case  where  the 
householder  failed  to  comply  with  the  notice,  a  dustbin  was  supplied 
by  the  Council  in  defaiLLt  and  a  charge  made  to  the  householder. 

CLEANSING  OF  VERMINOUS  PREMISES 


Houses  During  the  year  8  houses  comprising  43  rooms  were  found  to 
be  infested  with  fleas  or  bed-bugs  and  were  disinfested. 

Infested  houses  are  treated  with  liquid  insecticides  or 
gammexane  smoke  according  to  circumstances. 

The  houses  and  furniture  of  prospective  tenants  of  Council 
houses  are  examined  where  necessary  for  the  presence  of  vermin  and 
treated  as  above. 

Other  Premises 

51  other  premises  comprising  II5  rooms  were  treated  for 
insects.  The  treatment  carried  out  imder  this  heading  were  mainly 
for  cockroaches. 

Insecticides  used  were  pybuthrin,  malathion,  dieldrin  and 

gammexane . 
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A  number  of  business  and  other  premises  regularly  use  the 
Council’s  services  for  rodent  control  and  for  this  a  charge  is  made. 

A  free  service  is  given  in  respect  of  private  dwellings. 

The  Council’s  sewers  were  tested  during  the  year  and  found 
to  be  completely  free  of  rat  infestation  and  the  usual  poison  baiting 
was  therefore  unnecessary.  The  refuse  tip  was  treated  several  times, 
during  the  year  but  no  major  infestation  was  found. 

FATIQNAL.  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

and 

MTIGHAL  ASSISTAl'TCS  (AI.IEiD?m’'T)  ACT,  1951 


Section  47  and  Section  1  respectively  of  the  above-mentioned  Actsj, 
provide  for  the  removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need  of 
care  and  attention.  Fortunately  no  action  under  these  sections  was 
necessary  during  the  year.  However j,  assistance  on  a  voluntary  basis 

was  given. 

Section  3Q  (National  Assistance  Act  1948  (Burials  and  Cremations)  place 
upon  a  sanitary  authority  the  obligation  to  cause  to  be  buried  or 
cremated  the  body  of  a  person  who  has  died  or  has  been  found  dead  in 
their  area  in  any  case  where  it  appears  to  the  authority  that  no 
suitable  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  the  body  have  been  or  are 
being  made  otherwise  than  by  the  authority.

OFFENSIVE  TRAPES 

The  offensive  trades  scheduled  by  Section  107  of  the  Public 
Health  Act?  1936?  are  Blood  Boiler?  Blood  Prier?  Bone  Boiler?  Pat 
Extractor?  Pat  Melter?  Fellmonger?  Glue  Maker?  Gut  Scraper?  Rag  and 
Bone  Pealer?  Size  Malcer?  Soap  Boiler?  Tallow  Melter?  Tripe  Boiler?  and 
no  persons  may  establish  any  of  these  trades  without  the  consent  of 
the  Sanitary  Authority. 

An  Offensive  Trade  is  carried  on  at  premises  within  the 
district  and  Byelaws  made  by  the  Urban  Pistrict  Council  provide  for 
the  regulation  of  the  conduct  of  such  businesses. 

Puring  the  year  a  number  of  complaints  were  received 
concerning  offensive  odours  alleged  to  be  emanating  from  these 
premises.  Inspection  numbering  44  were  made  of  the  premises. 

Certain  alterations  to  the  plant  were  carried  out  and  some  improvement 
in  the  position  resulted. 

PUBLIC  SWimiHG  BATHS 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  district. 

An  open  air  swimming  pool  has  been  provided  for  the  use  of 
the  schoolchildren  at  one  of  the  secondary  modern  schools  in  the 
district.  It  was  opened  in  i960. 

This  pool  is  supplied  with  main  water  which  is  filtrated  and  chlorinated 

The  pool  was  inspected  during  the  year  and  a  sample  of  the 
water  was  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological 
examination.  The  report  on  this  was  satisfactory. 
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PROVISION  OP  MORTUARIES 


There  is  a  mortuary  provided  hy  the  Council  and  situated 
at  the  Councils  depot,  Ropetackle. 

This  mortuary  receives  bodies  also  from  the  Urban  District 
of  Southwick  and  the  Rural  District  of  Chanctonbury. 

In  1960  the  number  of  bodies  received  into  the  mortuary  was 
51-  .  Of  these  27  were  from  Shoreham-by-Sea,  11  were  from  Southwick 
and  19  were  from  Chanctonbury. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  Council  provides  and/or  maintains  at  7  sites  in  the 
district,  public  conveniences  for  men  and  at  5  of  these  there  are  also 
public  conveniences  for  women.  These  are  situated  at  the  Town  Hall, 
the  Beach  Lido,  Buckingham  Park,  Kingston  Beach,  The  Cemetery,  Surry 
Street  and  at  the  Red  Lion. 

Inspections  in  connection  with  public  conveniences  during  the 
year  nimbered  49 • 

HATER  SUPPLY 

The  Brighton  Corporation  supplies  all  the  houses  in  the 
district  except  for  one,  this  latter  being  a  farm  house  which  receives 
its  supply  from  the  Steyning  public  supply. 

I  am  indebted  to  I-Ir.  Needham  Green,  B.Sc.,  M.I.C.E., 

Brighton  Corporation  Waterworks  Engineer  for  the  following  information. 

1 .  The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  q_uantity  and  quality. 

2.  Bacteriological  examinations  of  both  raw  and  treated  waters  are 
made  at  weekly  intervals.  In  addition  daily  samples  are  taken 
from  taps  at  fixed  points  on  the  district.  The  results  have  been 
satisfactory.  A  general  chemical  and  mineral  examination  of  the 
raw  water  is  made  each  month. 

3«  All  the  water  is  obtained  from  chalk  and  no  evidence  of  pi umbo- 
sol  vent  action  is  apparent. 

4«  Chlorination,  with  post-ammoniation  of  all  raw  waters  is 

practised  continuously  and  surveys  of  the  catchment  area  are 
regularly  carried  out.  In  the  event  of  a  raw  water  showing 
evidence  of  bacterial  pollution,  such  surveys  are  intensified  and 
appropriate  adjustments  of  chlorine  and  ammonia  dosage  are  made. 

In  addition,  bacteriological  examination  of  the  raw  and 
chlorinated  water  is  carried  out  at  daily  intervals. 

5.  The  number  of  dwelling-houses  supplied  from  public  water  mains 
is  5393  and  the  population  numbers  16,190 

The  supply  is  direct  to  the  houses.  There  are  no  standpipes. 
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SET-ffiRAGE  AKD  DRAINAGE 


Practically  100^  of  the  premises  in  the  Shoreham-hy-Sea 
District  are  on  main  drainage. 

The  sewage  from  the  Shoreham  Urban  District  either  gravitates 
or  is  pumped  to  a  large  imdergroiind  storage  tanlc  holding  a  million 
gallons  at  the  extreme  eastern  end  of  Dolphin  Road^  Shoreham-by-Seai 
the  tank  is  connected  by  a  45”  diameter  sewer  to  the  Portslade  and 
Southwick  Outfall  Sewage  Boards  Sea  Outfall  which  it  joins  in  Albion 
Street,  Southwick,  near  the  Victory  Inn  (Public  House)  and  extends 
under  the  harbour  and  for  a  distance  out  to  sea  from  the  foreshore  of 
approximately  1,000  feet. 

The  tank  is  discharged  twice  every  twenty  four  hours  through 
this  outfall  together  with  sewage  from  Southwick,  Portslade  and  a  small 
part  of  Hove.  This  discharge  takes  place  during  a  period  of  approx¬ 
imately  2-hrs  commencing  1-J— hrs  after  each  high  water  and  apart  from 
rough  screening  no  treatment  of  the  sewage  takes  place. 

Cesspools  and  Septic  Tanks 

In  parts  of  the  tovm  where  sewers  are  not  available,  there 
are  cesspools  and  septic  tanks 5  these  number  approximately  35?  and  are 
emptied  by  means  of  a  mechanical  cesspool  emptier,  and  the  sewage 
disposed  of  at  the  Sewage  ¥orks. 

COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OP  REFUSE 


There  is  a  weekly  removal  of  house  refuse.  It  is  collected, 
by  mechanical  freighters  and  disposed  of  by  the  controlled  tipping 
method  on  a  site  in  Lancing,  this  being  used  in  conjunction  with 
neighbouring  authorities. 

The  services  in  connection  with  Sewerage  and  Drainage  and 
Refuse  Disposal  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Surveyor,  to  whom  I  am 
indebted  for  the  information  given  above. 

NOISE  ABATEiyiENT  ACT,  I960 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  27th  November,  I96O,  and 
malces  provisions  in  respect  of  the  control  of  noise  and  vibration  with 
a  view  to  their  abatement. 

Before  the  end  of  the  year  1  complaint  had  been  received  in 
relation  to  noise  but  investigation  of  this  had  not  been  completed  by 
the  end  of  the  year. 
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HEATING  APPLIANCES  (FIREGUARDS)  ACT,  1952 

This  Act  prohibits  the  sale  or  letting  of  electric  fires? 
gas  fires  or  oil  heaters  'which  are  not  fitted  with  such  fireguards 
as  are  prescribed  by  the  Heating  Appliances  (Fireguards)  Regulations?

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act 9 

1960 

Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Actj  1936?  which  deals  with 
the  control j  by  means  of  a  licensing  system^  of  moveable  dwellings j 
including  caravans,  ceased  to  apply  to  caravans  (except  for  some 
transitional  provisions)  on  the  coming  into  force  on  the  29th  August, 
1960,  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I96O. 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I96O,  has 
two  main  parts.  Part  I  introduces  a  licensing  system,  to  be  operated 
by  the  local  authorities  for  the  regulation  of  the  establishment  and 
operation  of  caravan  sites.  It  deals  solely  with  caravan  sites. 

Part  II,  on  the  other  hand,  amends  the  law  relating  to  town  and  country 
planning  generally  and  not  only  to  caravan  sites. 

The  Act  req'uires  that  before  a  site  licence  can  be  granted 
to  an  applicant  planning  permission  for  use  of  the  land  as  a  caravan 
site  must  have  been  obtained.  If  the  applicant  is  entitled  to  the 
benefit  of  planning  permission  the  local  authority  must  issue  a  site 
licence  within  two  months  of  the  date  on  which  the  applicant  submits 
the  prescribed  particulars.  Section  22  of  the  Act  however,  provides 
that  before  a  local  planning  authority  grant  permission  for  the  use  of 
a  caravan  site  under  Part  III  of  the  1947  Act,  they  must  consult  the 
local  authority  having  the  power  to  issue  a  site  licence  for  the  land 
in  question. 

Caravan  sites  were  visited  and  the  occupiers  or  owners  were 
advised  of  the  provision  of  the  new  Act.

In  relation  to  housingj  local  authorities  have  duties  under 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  under  the  Housing  Acts.

FACTORIES 


FACTORIES  ACT,  1937 

District  Coimcils  have  certain  responsibilities  in 
connection  with  general  health  and  welfare  provisions  in  factories. 
These  differ  according  to  whether  the  factory  is  a  power  factory  or 
a  non-power  factory,  i.e.  whether  mechanical  power  is  or  is  not  used. 

In  the  case  of  non-power  factories,  the  duties  are 
concerned  with  the  provisions  relating  to  s- 

Cleanliness 
Overcrowding 
Temperature 
Ventilation 
Drainage  of  floors 
Sanitary  Conveniences 

In  power  factories  the  only  duty  of  the  District  Council 
relates  to  sanitary  conveniences,  the  other  health  provisions  being 
the  responsibility  of  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories,  who  is  also 
responsible  in  both  types  of  factories  for  the  req.uirements  relating 
to  provision  and  maintenance  of  suitable  and  sirfficient  lighting. 

District  Councils  are  also  responsible  for  enforcing  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  Outwork. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  II7  non-power  and  power 
factories  on  the  Register. 

Homework  -  Outworkers 

Section  110  (List  of  Outworkers  to  be  kept  in  certain  Trades) 

Under  this  Section,  occupiers  of  every  factory  and  every 
contractor  employed  by  any  such  occupier  in  the  business  or  the 
factory,  must  keep  in  prescribed  form,  lists  of  outworkers  employed 
in  such  classes  of  work  as  the  Secretary  of  State  may  by  regulations 
specify.
